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SUMMARY 


A barracks  area  is  located  on  the  south- 
western edge  of  Pereslavl-Zalesskiy,  immedi- 
ately south  of  Lake  Fleshchyevo  (Figure  1). 

The  installation  covers  approximately  310 
acres  and  contains  a barracks/administration 
building,  9 barracks,  19  quarters,  12  storage 
buildings,  28  support  buildings,  3 vehicle  main- 
tenance buildings,  an  athletic  field,  3 small- 


arms  firing  ranges,  and  a possible  wheeled- 
vehicle  driver- training  area  (Figures  2 and  3). 

This  area  is  covered  on  9 KEYHOLE  mis- 
sions between  July  1961  and  December  1964. 
Comparative  analysis  reveals  no  change  in  fa- 
cilities and  a high  level  of  activity  throughout 
this  period.
